last week there were two alarms rung in from box 58 between 11:30 
and 12:00 at night within two days ol each other. The first was an 
automobile fire, quickly extinguished; the second a false alarm which 
the police of Andover are investigating. Each time the calls for the fire 
ngines were received from this box, the horn blew 5-8 four times, 
making a total of 104 blast enough to awaken even the soundest 
leeper. Of the results of thi hue during the night any parent can inform 
vou: babies and young children were rudely disturbed from their

the second place, the box number ts blown four times trom the 


horn to insure correct alocation of the alarm. If the number was only 
ounded once, or twice, fire headquarters would have no way of knowing 
whether the alarm was coming in correctly, or whether the box was cle 
fective d thu reporting inaccurately 
In the third place this information comes from none other 
than Charles F. Emerson, chief of the Andover Fire Department—it 
would be an expensive proposition to change the four-repitition alarm 
tem. Each box in the town o wired that if the town decided to 
change it so that le repitition re ulted when the horn blew, a complete 
new wiring system needs be installed. According to the chief, the cost ot 
uch a move would amount to about $5,000 
In the fourth, and last, place, since the numerous blasts bring the 
il-emen to a fire, to eliminate thi tem would mean the hiring of an 
additional twenty firemen on a two-platoon system at full pay. Thi 
W uld the town at least inother $700 a week, or an additional 
$36 400 a vear. Installation of tappers in the homes of the « ill-men 
would be impractical because during the day most of them are workin 
ind wn. where they can hear the fire horn 
Probably the ideal solution would be the silent tapper system ot 
L fire nt augmented by twenty men.
